Death Investigation Update 


(Erie, PA)-The Pennsylvania State Police, Troop E, Erie, along with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigations, the Bureau of Alcohol Tobacco and Firearms, the Erie County District Attorney’s 
Office, the United States Attorney’s Office, the Erie County Coroner’s Office and the Erie City 
Police Department Bomb Squad continue to investigate the bank robbery and subsequent death of 
Brian Douglas Wells, 46, of 2421 Loveland Avenue, Millcreek Township, Erie County. 


To summarize the events to this point, a bank robbery at the PNC Summit Township, Erie County 
Branch on SR 19 was reported to the Pennsylvania State Police on August 29, 2003 at 
approximately 2:40pm. Wells, while working as a pizza delivery person on the 29", entered the 
bank and produced an extensive note demanding money and stated that he was armed with an 
explosive device. After leaving the bank with an undisclosed amount of money, Troopers 
encountered Wells operating a green Geo Metro attempting to exit the Eyeglass World parking 
lot, which is a short distance from the bank. Troopers initiated a traffic stop and removed Wells 
from the vehicle and handcuffed him behind his back. Wells stated to the Troopers that he was 
wearing an explosive device that was going to explode shortly. Troopers observed the device under 
the victim’s shirt and immediately moved away from the victim and notified the Erie Bomb Squad 
for assistance with the device. At approximately 3:18pm the device detonated killing Wells before 
the arrival of the bomb squad. Wells made a number of statements to police about the device, but 
it is not known at this time how the device was detonated. Wells was pronounced dead at the scene 
after Erie Bomb Squad members determined that the scene was safe and no other explosive 
devices were present. Members of the Pennsylvania State Police and the FBI Evidence Recovery 
Team from Pittsburgh as well as members of the Bureau of Alcohol Tobacco and Firearms 
processed the scene overnight. Many items of evidence were recovered and are being submitted to 
FBI laboratories in Washington, DC. A search warrant was served at Well’s residence in the early 
morning hours of August 30" with additional evidence taken from the scene. An autopsy was 
performed at the Erie County Coroner’s Office this afternoon. 


Authorities continue to work together in a cooperative effort and continue to follow up 
information relative to the incident but at this time do not know the exact circumstances 
surrounding the robbery and subsequent death of Wells. The investigation is continuing in many 
different directions with many new leads and information being received from the public. Further 
information will be released as the investigation dictates.

Investigation has determined Wells was the individual 
responsible for the robbery at the PNC Bank. Further 
investigation has revealed, Wells may have been the victim of an 
extortion plot whereby paperwork was found instructing Wells to 
follow clues hidden around the Erie area. After robbing the bank 
the clues led to other locations outlining a money drop location 
and procedures to have the explosive device removed from his 
person. Evidence was collected at the scene of the bank, the 
scene of the blast, a scene located at Exit 180, Interchange Road 
and a scene located off of Interstate 79 southbound, close to the 
Interstate 90 access. Evidence collected at the bank included a 
multi page demand note; evidence collected at the blast scene 
included numerous bomb components and debris; evidence collected 
at the subsequent sites were additional written clues, containers 
and orange caution tape.

close friend and fellow pizza deliveryman 
Robert Pinetti then died of what was de- 
termined to have been a lethal concoc- 
tion of medication, alcohol, and metha- 
done. In a matter of three weeks, Roden, 
Wells, and Pinetti were dead and the re- 
maining perpetrators scrambled to avoid 
detéction by police. William Rothstein 
would later die from natural causes, but 
referenced the “Wells case” in-a suicide 
note that he never delivered on. 

Of the 7 people involved in this case, 4 
of them were either killed or died during 
the course of the lengthy investigation. 
Of the remaining 3 suspects, Ken Barnes 
pled guilty and is serving 45 years in fed- 
eral prison, and Marjorie Diehl was con- 
victed in 2010 and was sentenced to Life 
plus 30 years in federal prison. Both were 
convicted in U.S. District Court to Con- 
spiracy to Commit Armed Bank Robbery 
and Use of a Destructive Device during 
the Commission of a Federal Felony. 

Marjorie Diehl-Armstrong was the 
only defendant to go to trial. She was 
convicted by a jury in Federal Court in 
Erie, PA after weeks of trial and scores of 
witnesses, including, FBI, ATE, and State 
Police experts. Diehl, who was 61 at the 
time of trial, was considered by investi- 
gators to be the mastermind behind this 
complex crime, but it was determined 
through court-ordered psychological ex- 
aminations that she suffered from mul- 
tiple mental health issues and personality 
disorders. 

Investigators collectively agreed that 
it was most likely the shop teacher and 
self-proclaimed member of the MENSA 
club, William Rothstein, who possessed 
the skill set, means and technical ability 
to construct this complex improvised ex- 
plosive device. Although it was believed 
that Rothstein was the chief architect of 
the ‘Collar Bomb; evidence suggested 
that other co-conspirators had input into 
either the acquisition of certain compo- 
nents, or the design and concept of the 
collared device itself. Either way, this 
collar bomb stands today as a one-of- 
a-kind device for law enforcement and 
bomb squads alike.

Details: 
Executive Summary: 


On July 9, 2007, a Federal Grand Jury in U.S. District 
Court for the Western District of Pennsylvania returned 
indictments for Kenneth Barnes and Marjorie Diehl-Armstrong for 
their involvement in the Collar Bomb, Major Case 203, 
investigation. On September 3, 2008, Kenneth Barnes pled guilty 
to Conspiracy to Commit Armed Bank Robbery and the Use of a 
Destructive Device in Furtherance of a Crime of Violence, in 
violation of Title 18, USC Sections 371 and 924c. On December 3, 
2008, Barnes was sentenced to 45 years incarceration. Diehl- 
Armstrong plead not guilty and on October 12, 2010 jury selection 
began for her trial. On November 1, 2010, after a three week 
trial, the jury returned -guilty verdicts for Marjorie Diehl- 
Armstrong on all three counts. Sentencing was scheduled for 
February 28, 2011. 


Shortly after the initiation of the investigation, the 


FBI offered up to $100,000 reward for information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of individuals responsible for the Collar 
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Bomb, MC 203 investigation. Accordingly the FBI Pittsburgh 
Division has conducted a detailed review of the citizen reports 
to law enforcement and the effect of those reports on the events 
leading.to the arrest and convictions of the two subjects 
identified in this case. As discussed in detail below, FBI 
Pittsburgh recommends awarding a total of split among 
twelve individuals. 


Nartative of Events: 


By way of background, on August 28, 2003, Brian Wells 
oped ‘the PNC Bank located at 7200 Peach Street, Erie, PA. 
Wells éxited the bank and was arrested by the Pennsylvania State 
Police ‘(PSP) shortly after the robbery. Wells advised PSP he was 
wearing an explosive device around his neck and chest. A 
perimeter was established and the bomb squad was notified. Prior 
to the arrival of the bomb squad, the explosive device detonated 
and Wells was killed. Wells was employed as a delivery driver 
for Mania Mia's Pizzeria located at 5154 Peach Street, Erie, PA. 
Investigation determined that on August 28, 2003, at 1:30 pm, a 
call was received at the pizza shop requesting two pizzas be 
delivered to a radio/tv transmission tower site located at 8631 
Peach Street, Erie, PA. Wells, who was present at the time of 
the telephone order, talked to the caller and obtained the 
address of the delivery. The caller identification on the pizza 
shop telephone determined the origin of the call came from a 
Shell Station parking lot pay telephone located on the corner of 
Peach Street and Robison Road, in Erie. 


On September 21, 2003, William Rothstein, contacted the 
PSP, and advised that 2 ee eee ay of 
his’ residence located at eac reet, Brie, : 

Rothstein's residence is immediately adjacent to 8631 Peach 
Street, the radio/tv transmission tower site where Wells was to 
deliver the two pizzas on August 28, 2003.

: : On April 20, 2005, Diehl-Armstrong was interviewed at 
the: State Correctional Institution (SCI) at Muncy, Pennsylvania. 
Diehl-Armstrong advised that William Rothstein and Brian Wells 
were both involved in the bank robbery. Diehl-Armstrong advised 
sheihad knowledge of the case, but denied her own involvement or 
participation. Investigators interviewed Diehl-Armstrong on a 
total of eight occasions, until her last interview on July 05, 
2005 with her attorney present. Diehl-Armstrong stated she has 
already "hung herself" and would not provide any further 
information without immunity. Over the entire time périod Diehl- 
Armstrong was talking with investigators denying her involvement, 
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Investigators then identified Kenneth Barnes as a past 
friend ‘of Diehl-Armstrong and Roden.

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July 10, 2007, indictments were returned for Kenneth Barnes and 
Marjorie Diehl-Armstrong and were sealed until July 11, 2007 when 
Mary Beth Buchanan, the U.S. Attorney for the Western District of 
Pennsylvania, met with the Wells family. 


On September 3, 2008, Kenneth Barnes pled guilty to 
Conspiracy to Commit Armed Bank Robbery and the Use of a 
Destructive Device in Furtherance of a Crime of Violence, in 
violation of Title 18, USC Sections 371 and 924c. On December 3, 
2008, Barnes was sentenced to 45 years incarceration and has 
agreed to provide testimony against Diehl-Armstrong. Barnes is 
currently incarcerated in the United States Penitentiary (USP), 
McCreary, Kentucky. 


Marjorie Diehl-Armstrong who was convicted in state 
court for the murder of Roden was sentenced to 7 % to 20 years 
incarceration.

DISRUPTION OR DISMANTLEMENT OF AN ORGANIZATION 
Supplemental Page to the Accomplishment Report (FD-515) 


This supplemental page is ONLY required with the FD-515 when a field office is claiming either a disruption or dismantlement of an 
organization. : 


A. Definitions: 


An organization is a group of individuals with an identified hierarchy engaged in significant criminal activity. These organizations 
often engage in multiple criminal enterprises and have extensive supporting networks. 


A disruption occurs when the usual operation of an identified organization is significantly impacted so that it is temporarily unable to 
conduct criminal operations for a significant period of time. This disruption must be the result of an affirmative law enforcement 
action, including, but not limited to, an arrest, indictment, or conviction of the organization’s leadership, or a substantial seizure of the - 
organization’s assets. 


A dismantlement occurs when an identified organization is incapacitated to the point that it is no longer capable of operating as a 
coordinated criminal enterprise. The dismantlement must be the result of an affirmative law enforcement action, including, but not 
limited to, the arrest, indictment and conviction of all or most of its principal leadership, the elimination of its criminal enterprises and 
supporting networks, and the seizure of its assets. The organization must be impacted to the extent that it is incapable of re-forming 
with its original ability to conduct criminal activity. 


B. Reporting limitations: 


More than one organization may be investigated under the same file number; however, each organization must be individually identified. 
An organization can only be dismantled once. A dismantled organization cannot subsequently be disrupted. An organization cannot 
be disrupted more than once on the same day. An affirmative law enforcement action resulting in multiple arrests, seizures, indictments, 
or convictions of an organization’s members should be reported as one disruption or one dismantlement of that organization, depending 
on the impact on the organization. 


C. Identity of organization: __ 
Disrupted & Dismantled 


The organization must be identified by a specific name, which may be the proper name of the organization’s leader or the organization’s 
identifying title. The organization’s name must not describe a specific geographic region. After the organization has been named, the 
same name must be used each time a disruption or dismantlement is claimed.

For a claim of disruption or dismantlement, an 
affirmative law enforcement action must impact the organization, not just an individual. Simply listing individuals arrested, indicted or 
convicted, property seized, assets forfeited, etc., is not sufficient. A concise narrative describing the relevant affirmative law 
enforcement action AND the resulting impact on the organization must accompany each disruption and each dismantlement.

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Erie Collar Bomb Investigation

On August 28, 2003, the PNC Bank 
in Erie, Pennsylvania was robbed by 46 
year old pizza delivery man Brian Wells. 
Minutes after Wells exited the bank with 
approximately $8,700, Pennsylvania State 
Police (PSP) Troopers stopped Wells near 
the bank. He was armed with a 12-gauge 
shotgun, which was homemade and dis- 
guised as a cane. Wells also wore a bomb 
around his neck, which exploded while 
he was in police custody, shortly after he 
was caught. He died instantly from the 
blast. 

As PSP, ATF and FBI agents con- 
verged on the scene, what could not have 
been foreseen was one of the most com- 
plex, twisted and violent bombing and 
bank robbery plots in U.S. history. 

After seven years of coordinated in- 
vestigation by the FBI, ATF and PSP in 
Erie, Pennsylvania, it was determined 
that at least seven people were involved 
(at various levels) in the conspiracy, that 
they had targeted a quarter million dol- 
lars from the PNC Bank robbery, and that 
four of those seven conspirators would 
die. The perpetrators ranged from young 
to old, male to female, career criminals to 
people with no criminal history, and low 
intellect to higher than average 1Q. What 
was also determined through this lengthy 
investigation was that Brian Wells, who 
died at the scene, was actively involved in 
the conspiracy, and knowingly and will- 
ingly agreed to wear the improvised de- 
vice as part of this bizarre plot. 

The case became known as the “Erie 
Collar Bomb” and attracted worldwide 
attention due to the complexities of not 
only the conspirators and their plot, but 
also the one-of-a-kind nature of the so- 
phisticated explosive device itself. This 
investigation was deemed a major case 
_ by the FBI, and was followed closely by 
America’s Most Wanted for years. ATF 
headquarters also monitored the inves- 
tigation, and it is regarded today as one 
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of the more complex domestic bombing 
investigations by both the ATF and FBI. 
‘The case is today the source of television 
documentaries, books, and movies, all 
exploring the unique plot, bizarre char- 
acters, and the fatal bombing. 

Identifying the perpetrators, solv- 
ing the case, and indicting the suspects 
was a considerable challenge for law en- 
forcement. However, it was not the most 
unique aspect of the case. The concept of 
a band of criminals forcing one of their 
own to wear a homemade bomb in order 
to accomplish their goal was completely 
counterintuitive to the law enforcement 
community investigating explosives in- 
cidents. The elaborate collar bomb con- 
structed from angle iron, pipe bombs, 
mechanical and digital timers, and anti- 
personnel material presented never be- 
fore seen challenges—from the initial 
police response, to normal post-blast ex- 
amination techniques, to forensic labora- 
tory analysis and reconstruction theo- 
ries. Years later, the collar bomb would 
pose even more challenges for the federal 
prosecutors who would try the case. 

The collar bomb was in a sense a di- 


chotomy as the overall construction and 
attention to detail by the bomb maker 
were highly sophisticated, however, the 
actual explosive charge within the device 
was rudimentary, as it consisted essen- 
tially of two unconventional pipe bombs 
with smokéless powder. These two aged, 
steel pipe assemblies were capped not 
with the traditional threaded end caps, 
but rather a flat steel plate at either end, 
with a threaded rod that ran the interior 
length of the pipes. Each pipe contained 
a drilled hole which was wired to a Ra- 
dio Shack plastic battery holder, contain- 
ing a mix of four AA 1.5v batteries as the 
power source. Two Sunbeam 60-minute 
mechanical timers were employed as the 
timing and arming switches within the 
device, with the countdown beginning 
minutes after Brian Wells left the ‘launch’ 
site and drove to the PNC Bank on up- 
per Peach Street that August day. The 
second of the two timers (apparently un- 
beknownst to Wells himself), but clearly 
designed by the bomb maker, could have 
afforded Wells additional time before the 
device functioned. Red, yellow and green 
insulated 25 and 21 AWG wires con-

nected the initiators, switch, and timers 
to the power source. Multiple other wires 
were added to the construction, but they 
did nothing functional. 

The pipe bomb configuration within 
the explosive device— if visible and ac- 
cessible under different design construc- 
tion— could have been easily defeated by 
any Bomb Technician through conven- 
tional Render Safe procedures. However, 
this device, including the complete time 
and power unit, was not only housed in 
fully encased 10 gauge sheet steel and 
riveted angle iron with hex bolts, it was 
stabilized from within by Masonite, mesh 
screening, and textured fiberglass. All of 
this made it completely inaccessible by 
either human hand or a robot's arm, in 
addition to the fact the, entire assembly 
was affixed to Wells’ neck, and ticking 
down the minutes before detonation. 

Complicating matters even more 
were the presence of ‘red herrings’ 
throughout the device, which were intro- 
duced to further delay any bomb tech at- 
tempting entry. Handwritten words such 
as Booby Trapped, Trip Wires, Redun- 
dant Electrical Wiring, Collapsible Cir- 
cuits, and Kill Zone were discovered in 
the post blast examination of the debris 
field. Also added by the bomb maker as 
‘red herrings’ were components that did 
nothing other than possibly confuse in- 


vestigators or bomb technicians. These 
included a plastic toy cell phone with bat- 
tery, a WalMart brand electronic digital 
timer, and fluid-filled flexible plastic tub- 
ing, mimicking the appearance of deto- 
nating cord. 

Some of the more elaborate additions 
were in the construction of the collar it- 
self. This ratcheted, inter-locking device 
acted like a pipe clamp around Wells 
neck, as a smaller steel box contained 
what appeared to be an array of sophis- 
ticated locking mechanisms which the 
bomb maker (and not the wearer) could 
safely access. This consisted of four min- 
iature brass locks which were connected 
to a numeric tumbler, similar to that of 
a briefcase lock. A make-shift key and 
cotter ‘pull’ pins were visible outside the 
box and likely served to arm and provide 
functionality to the device. A make-shift 
‘arm bar’ appeared to be the only real 
‘safe’ kill-switch for the device, however, 
this bar would only interrupt the electri- 
cal circuit, but not actually release the 
collar from its victim. 

This heavy, explosive collar was po- 
sitioned directly over Brian Wells’ chest. 
Wells had no obvious ability to remove 
the device, and had less than 60 minutes 
to live from the moment he donned the 
device and left his co-conspirators under 
their direction at gun point. Brian Wells 


then drove his small Geo Metro car down 
to the business district of Peach Street, 
with a loaded ‘cane gun’ by his side, anda 
ticking bomb around his neck. 

Wells parked, like any other customer, 
and walked into the PNC Bank, like any 
other customer, at about 2:35 in the af- 
ternoon. Bank surveillance cameras and 
witness interviews confirm Wells actu- 
ally got into line before approaching the 
teller, helping himself to a lollypop on the 
counter, and then announcing the bank 
robbery. As Wells was clad with an over- 
sized “Guess” t-shirt to accommodate the 
large steel box protruding from his chest, 
he carried a garbage bag in one hand and 
the loaded ‘cane gun’ in the other. As if 
this behavior, even for sociopath bank 
robbers was not unusual enough, Wells 
then handed the teller a four-page hand- 
written ‘note’ which detailed everything 
from the $250,000 demand, to the ‘sur- 
veillance’ and retaliation methods should 
they call the police. Another four pages 
of instructions were later found in Wells 
car, and contained maps and detailed 
guidance for what some believed was an 
impossible scavenger hunt for Wells to 
complete before reaching safety after the 
robbery. 

Wells did his best to deliver the notes, 
obtained a little over $8,700 in cash, and 
stayed calm considering he was never in- 
tended to survive this incredibly twisted 
plot. As Wells walked out of the bank and 
proceeded to drive through the lot, cus- 
tomers dialed 911 to notify police of what 
they had just witnessed. It was only min- 
utes before Pennsylvania State Police re- 
sponded and stopped Wells’ vehicle from 
making it any further than the neighbor- 
ing parking lot of the “Eye Glass World,’ 
and before he reached Peach Street or the 
nearby Interstates. 

As Brian Wells was ordered out of 
his car and visually assessed by heroic 
PSP Troopers, it was clear he possessed 
something dangerous under his shirt. 
Police were already aware from the 911 
callers that Wells stated he had a bomb. 

As Brian Wells sat cross-legged in po- 
lice handcuffs, he pleaded for help, and 
he offered desperate (albeit false) expla- 
nations of how he was ‘forced’ to do this 
by others... just as the “script” called for. 
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As Wells knew the device was live, and 
he would die within minutes, first re- 
sponding police notified the Erie Bomb 
Squad who were mobilized to respond. 
All of this was captured on live Erie news 
cameras, which were now assembled on 
Peach Street. 

The following is a condensed time 
line of events leading up to the explosion 
on August 28, 2003. 


2:10pm- Brian Wells receives a call to 
deliver pizza to 8631 Peach Street 
and departs Momma Mia’s Pizza 
with 2 pizzas. 

2:35pm- Wells enters the PNC Bank and 
passes a 4-page note to the teller. A 
device can be seen under his shirt. 
He states he has a bomb. Wells is 
also carrying a homemade ‘cane 
gun. 

2:40pm- Wells departs bank in his own 
car with over $8,700 in cash, but 
confused, makes wrong turn into a 
dead end parking lot. 

2:45pm- Wells is stopped approximately 
1/4 mile from the bank by PA State 
Police where they conduct a felony 
car stop. 

2:50pm- Wells is taken into custody and 
states he has a bomb, but was forced 
to wear the bomb and rob the bank. 


2:55pm- A PSP Trooper observes thé 
explosive device by lifting Wells’ 
over-sized outer shirt. Officers im- 
mediately back off and request the 
Erie Bomb Squad. 

3:00pm- Erie Police Bomb Squad is no- 
tified. 

3:10pm - Bomb Squad departs Erie en 
route to Peach St. 

3:18pm - The Collar Bomb strapped 
around Wells’ neck explodes on live 
television, killing Wells instantly. 
The Erie Bomb Squad is a half mile 
from the scene. 


When the device functioned, Brian 
Wells, now technically a victim as well as 
perpetrator, lay motionless on the pave- 
ment, awkwardly still hand-cuffed from 
behind, and displaying a gaping chest 
wound from blast and fragmentation. 
One of the two pipes was thrown from 
the device intact, and was later located 
over 100 feet away by an ATF Explo- 
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sives Detection K-9. Ironically, given this 
overly detailed and sophisticated device 
that likely took days or weeks to build, 
one of the two pipe bombs did not func- 
tion as designed. This provided investiga- 
tors with great forensic evidence. It was 
none-the-less just as lethal. A plethora of 
physical evidence remained in, on, and 
around the deceased, as the asphalt park- 
ing lot provided the perfect platform for 


lronically, given this overly 
detailed and sophisticated 
device that likely took days 
or weeks to build, one of 
the two pipe bombs did not 
function as designed. 


a post blast scene examination, similar to 
that of any training exercise. As the Bomb 
Squad responded (now post-blast), their 
prescribed check for secondary devices 
and unexploded hazards was conducted. 
This bombing was unusual for many rea- 
sons, but at first glance it appeared to 
be a ‘suicide device’ initiated during the 
commission of a federal felony. Keep in 
mind, this event occurred less than 24 
months after September 11, 2001, and 
the heightened state of alert for all of law 
enforcement still existed. 

It should be noted that contrary to 
the popular belief among the media and 
others that Brian Wells was an ‘innocent 
victim; allowed to die in police custody 
as law enforcement and the Erie Bomb 
Squad looked on, this belief was proven 
completely false by years of investigation 
by the FBI/ATF/PSP Task Force. Testi- 
monial evidence corroborated that Wells 
was complicit in the bank robbery plot, 
and willingly engaged in pre-event meet- 
ings with other conspirators to discuss 
the plan. Wells went so far as to be ‘sized; 
so the collared device fit around his neck. 
Wells even rehearsed the plan, and drove 
the route days prior to the actually rob- 
bery. Wells had to ensure he was working 
that day at Mama Mia’s Pizzeria, and that 


HE would take the call to deliver the piz- 
zas to that remote site off Peach Street, 
which became the launching pad for the 
robbery. What was further corroborated 
was that when Wells arrived and met his 
partners that day, he by all accounts got 
‘cold feet’ when he realized the device 
was in fact live. One of his co-conspira- 
tors fired a warning shot, Wells struggled 
to the ground, but eventually donned the 
collar bomb as the countdown timer was 
set for just under 60 minutes. 

As this article is designed to describe 
the facts surrounding the unusual as- 
pects of the explosive device, the law 
enforcement response, the bizarre com- 
ponents discovered in the post blast 
investigation, and to present teaching 
points for any future similar scenarios, 
this article does not go into the immense 
detail and unique facets that were the 
‘rest of the case’ However, some of those 
other details included the fact that the 
mastermind appeared to be a 54 year 
old, psychotic woman with above aver- 
age intelligence. Other unique characters 
consisted of a high school shop teacher/ 
electrical engineer, a convicted rapist, 
and a career criminal, who all joined 
together in an inexplicable attempt to 
pull off this daring robbery. These odd 
details do not account for the difficul- 
ties in prosecuting thie case, the intense 
media coverage which shaped negative 
public opinion about law enforcement’s 
role in this case, and more importantly, 
how other conspirators died as a part 
of this plot. The individuals involved at 
various levels within this conspiracy, ei- 
ther indicted or unindicted, were Marjo- 
rie Diehl-Armstrong, William Rothstein, 
Kenneth Barnes, Floyd Stockton, Brian 
Wells, Robert Pinetti and James Roden. 

Even more violent and bizarre than 
Wells’ death, was the murder of James 
Roden by ring-leader Marjorie Diehl- 
Armstrong weeks prior to the bank rob- 
bery. Roden and Diehl-Armstrong had 
a relationship, but Diehl feared he knew 
too much about the plot and would go 
to the police. Diehl shot Roden at point 
blank range with a shotgun, and then as- 
sisted fellow suspect William Rothstein 
in concealing Roden’s body in a deep 
freezer. Two days after the robbery and
